Dear  Governor: 

A  summary  of  the  ebb  and  flow  of  employment  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1957,  is  presented  in  the  following  pages.  This,  the  twenty- 
first  in  the  series  of  annual  reports,  is  submitted  in  observance  of  requirements 
in  Section  87-120  and  87-122,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947. 

Inseparable  from  the  story  of  employment  is  that  of  unemployment,  the 
two  prime  factors  in  Montana's  labor  market  whose  undulations  tend  to 
counteract  each  other.  The  record  of  these  movements  affords  a  glimpse  into 
the  basic  economy  of  the  state's  various  industries  and  into  the  employment 
welfare  of  its  growing  army  of  workers  and  potential  workers. 

Effect  of  1957  amendments  to  the  laws  governing  this  agency's  program 
show  to  only  a  slight  extent  in  records  of  the  fiscal  year,  since  they  were  effec- 
tive only  during  the  closing  months  of  that  period.  A  more  comprehensive 
study  of  their  effects  will  be  possible  a  year  hence.

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THE  COMMISSION  PROGRAM 

Two  principal  programs  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Unemployment  Compensation  Commission  of 
Montana:  employment  service,  and  unemployment  insurance.  Within  each  of  these  main  programs  are  a 
number  of  subdivisions  of  activity  designed  to  support  sound  objectives. 

Gainful  employment  for  all  persons  who  are  both  able  and  willing  to  work  and  desire  work  is  the 
cornerstone  of  a  successful  and  progressive  national  economy.  Since  employment  is  thus  an  essential 
element  of  national  well-being,  the  prime  service  and  responsibility  of  the  Commission  is  directed  toward 
procuring  suitable  and  satisfactory  employment  for  all  applicants,  according  to  their  qualifications;  and 
toward  procuring  for  employers  the  skills  and  services  of  qualified  applicants  according  to  their  expressed 
needs. 

It  is  generally  recognized  that  steady  employment  for  all  qualified  and  willing  work-applicants  is  an 
ideal  which  is  approached  but  not  fully  accomplished  in  today's  complex  industrial  structure,  likewise  the 
involuntary  loss  of  employment  by  an  individual  is  recognized  in  both  federal  and  state  law  as  a  matter  of 
general  interest  and  concern.  As  a  result,  the  unemployment  insurance  system  of  this  state  was  set  up 
twenty  years  ago,  in  concert  with  similar  action  in  other  states  and  territories  of  the  land.  A  majority  of 
workers  in  Montana  come  within  the  provisions  of  this  form  of  insurance. 

Funds  for  accomplishing  the  objectives  of  the  employment  service  and  of  the  unemployment  in- 
surance service  are  derived  from  federal  appropriations  and  stem  from  federal  payroll  taxes  paid  by  em- 
ployers of  four  or  more  workers.  The  funds  for  paying  weekly  benefits  to  qualified  workers  for  a  maximum 
of  twenty-two  weeks  of  unemployment  during  a  year  period  are  derived  from  contributions  required  of  em- 
ployers defined  in  the  state  law  and  are  distinctly  state  funds,  dedicated  to  that  sole  purpose. 

Statistical  data  picturing  the  operations  of  both  of  these  prime  responsibilities  of  the  Commission,  in- 
cluding contributory  activities  and  services,  comprise  the  principal  portion  of  this  annual  report  on  Mon- 
tana's employment  facets.  While  the  figures  relate  in  the  main  to  the  fiscal  year  ending  last  June  30,  they 
are  accompanied,  where  applicable,  by  comparative  data  from  previous  periods  as  a  basis  for  study  and 
broad  conclusions. 
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EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE 


New  peak  levels  of  employment  in  Montana  in- 
dustries were  reached  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  last 
June  30.  This  continued  an  upsurge  in  employment 
figures  which  had  characterized  Montana's  economy 
through  the  years  1955  and  1956.  The  upward  thrust 
levelled  off  late  in  the  fiscal  period  covered  by  this 
report  but  the  total  volume  of  jobs  remained  close  to 
the  expanded  measure  reached  by  the  growth  in 
those  years. 

Meanwhile  the  advance  in  number  of  available 
workers  continued  at  a  slightly  greater  pace  than 
did  job  openings.  This  tended  to  open  up  a  wider 
spread  between  number  of  work-stations  and  num- 
ber of  applicants  for  work.  Result  was  that  in  the 
fiscal  year  1957  there  were  more  applicants  available 
for  work  but  currently  without  jobs,  than  had  been 
the  case  in  recent  past  years. 

This  growth  of  the  available  working  force,  at  a 
rate  faster  than  increase  in  number  of  jobs  available, 
constitutes  a  major  challenge  in  the  employment 
phases  of  Montana  economy.  It  stems  from  new  en- 
trants into  labor  market  status,  either  through  normal 
population  growth  or  as  a  result  of  immigration.  The 
imbalance,  if  long  continued,  must  inevitably  lead  to 
out-migration  of  valuable  workers  and  potential  work- 
ers from  the  state. 

Seasonally,  the  fiscal  1957  pattern  of  employment 
ebb  and  flow  in  response  to  climatic  circumstances 
followed  closely  that  of  previous  years.  August 
marked  the  highest  level  of  employed  wage-earners, 
declining  month  by  month  to  its  low  in  February, 
when  an  estimated  eleven  per  cent  of  the  year's 
maximum  of  workers  were  involved  in  layoff  or  shut- 
down. During  the  spring  months  resumption  of  op- 
erations in  nearly  all  seasonally-affected  industries 
absorbed  most  of  the  winter  surplus  of  workers  until 
in  June  employment  was  within  two  percent  of  the 
figure  for  the  preceding  August. 

Industries  principally  affected  directly  by  seasonal 
conditions  are  led  by  construction,  which  is  vulner- 
able to  severe  weather  conditions  by  about  forty- 
five  per  cent.  This  situation  is  not  peculiar  to  Mon- 
tana, but  exists  in  neighboring  states  and  even  pene- 
trates far  to  the  southward,  where  less  severe  weather 
conditions  prevail.  Another  contributor  to  winter  un- 
employment is  the  logging  and  lumbering  industry, 
which  normally  declines  about  thirty  percent  from 
midsummer  high  to  midwinter  low.  Food  processing 
is  likewise  affected  to  as  much  as  thirty  percent. 


Effects  of  these  curtailments  are  transmitted  to 
the  employment  climate  in  other  branches  of  in- 
dustry, notably  in  wholesale  and  retail  trade,  in  the 
service  group,  and  in  transportation  and  utilities,  re- 
sulting in  employment  reductions  in  those  fields 
which  would  otherwise  be  but  little  affected  as  to 
employment  by  weather  or  climatic  changes.  These 
same  industries  are  also  stimulated  to  greater  em- 
ployment during  the  summer  season  by  prevalence 
of  tourist  travel,  and  decline  again  as  that  traffic  sub- 
sides. 

What  is  hoped  to  be  a  merely  temporary  influence 
upon  employment  in  Montana — reduction  of  employ- 
ment in  both  metal  mining  and  the  lumber  industry 
because  of  a  receding  price  level  and  decrease  in 
market  demand — became  apparent  during  the  clos- 
ing months  of  the  fiscal  year  1957.  Causes  for  the 
price  movement  lie  beyond  the  borders  of  Montana 
and  affect  the  same  industries  in  other  states  as  well 
as  here. 

The  reduction  of  forces  in  mining,  and  the  absence, 
after  the  customary  seasonal  layoffs,  of  normal  re- 
turn to  full  staffing  in  much  of  the  lumber  industry, 
contributed  to  leveling  off  total  industrial  employment 
in  the  state  during  the  closing  months  of  the  fiscal 
year.  Continuation  of  that  trend  would  most  cer- 
tainly communicate  to  transportation,  trade,  and  serv- 
ice employment  in  the  communities  affected.  Rail- 
road transportation  operations  are  already  stream- 
lined in  employment.  Technological  changes  in  op- 
erating equipment  and  manpower  requirements  have 
been  steadily  reducing  employment  needs  of  the  rail 
lines  for  some  years.  Since  1952  the  decline  is  ap- 
proximately one  out  of  six.  These  changes  have 
been  national  in  scope. 

The  employment  service  division  of  the  Commis- 
sion serves  employment-wise  the  employers  and  ap- 
plicants in  all  the  various  industrial  activities,  includ- 
ing government,  and  in  the  farming  and  stockgrow- 
ing  fields  as  well.  Magnitude  of  the  farm  field  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  there  are  approximately 
30,000  commercial  farms  in  Montana.  About  half  of 
these  are  hirers  of  labor  from  much  the  same  labor 
markets  serving  other  industry.  There  are  more 
than  16,000  employers  in  the  industries  covered  by 
unemployment  insurance,  and  several  thousand  em- 
ployers in  railroads,  government  units,  and  other  ac- 
tivities outside  that  coverage. 
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UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE 


Unemployment  insurance  payments  at  a  new  high 
level  were  paid  to  Montana  workers  in  fiscal  1957 
surpassing  any  previous  year  since  establishment 
of  the  program.  Despite  the  increased  outgo  the  sys- 
tem's reserve  fund  withstood  the  impact  and 
emerged  with  a  balance  slightly  larger  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  period  than  at  its  beginning.  This  favor- 
able outcome  was  abetted  by  the  interest,  well  over 
a  million  dollars,  earned  by  the  fund  balance  from 
federal  investment. 

Factors  contributing  to  increased  demands  upon 
unemployment  insurance  during  the  year,  both  in 
number  of  claims  and  in  amount  of  benefits,  include 
the  larger  worker  force  available  in  the  state,  reduc- 
tion of  job  openings  in  some  key  industries,  greater 
wage  earnings  in  employment  qualifying  for  higher 
bracket  insurance  benefits,  and  a  higher  scale  of 
benefit  payments  made  effective  during  the  conclud- 
ing quarter  of  the  fiscal  year  by  legislation. 

The  legislative  changes  became  effective  on  March 
8  and  April  1,  1957,  hence  the  figures  for  the  fiscal 
year  are  only  moderately  affected  by  them.  The 
range  of  benefits  payable  was  extended  upward 
from  a  twenty-six  dollar  per  week  maximum  to  thirty- 
two  dollars  and  two  additional  weeks  of  unemploy- 
ment in  a  benefit  year  were  made  payable,  raising 
the  maximum  number  from  twenty  to  twenty-two. 
Elimination  of  a  required  waiting  week,  before  in- 
surance payments  could  begin,  advances  the  com- 
pensable period  by  that  much,  thus  adding  a  po- 
tential benefit  payment  to  nearly  all  claims  found 
eligible. 

Several  other  amendments  made  by  the  approved 
bills  have  a  liberalizing  effect  upon  the  benefit  sched- 
ules, such  as  a  reduction  of  the  maximum  period  of 
disqualification,  repeal  of  requirement  that  wags 
earnings  be  in  more  than  one  calendar  quarter, 
elimination  of  a  clause  regarding  claims  filed  by 
married  women  who  left  their  work  to  accompany 
family,  and  re-defining  subsidiary  work.  The  recent 
legislative  session  adopted  a  number  of  clarifying 
amendments  and  corrections  in  the  interest  of  sound 
administration   and  readiness   of   interpretation. 

Amendments  were  made  to  the  reserve  fund  re- 
quirements, stipulating  that  rates  of  contribution  shall 
rise  to  a  flat  two  and  seven  tenths  percent,  for  all 
employers  covered,  when  the  fund  falls  below 
$28,000,000,  and  remain  at  that  rate  until  the  fund 
builds  up  to  $32,000,000.  Previously  the  base  levels 
were  $18,000,000  and-  $22,000,000.  Also,  provision 
was  made  for  any  employer  to  make  voluntary  con- 
tribution, to  avoid  being  taxed  at  maximum  rate  when 
his  account  shows  benefit  payments  exceed  contri- 
butions, thereby  allowing  him  to  continue  in  a  lower 
rate  bracket. 

In  terms  of  number  of  unemployed  persons  seek- 
ing benefits  during  the  recent  fiscal  year,  there  was 


an  increase  of  about  twenty-five  percent  from  the 
previous  year,  with  respect  both  to  new  claims 
initiated  and  to  continued  weeks  of  unemployment 
compensated.  Comparing  this  fiscal  year  with  that 
of  1950,  the  situation  is  in  reverse,  since  in  1950  the 
number  of  payments  was  nearly  twenty-five  percent 
greater  than  in  1957,  even  though  the  program  has 
been  extended,  under  law,  to  more  workers  and  for 
more  weeks,  during  the  intervening  years. 

The  record  shows  the  claim  load  during  fiscal 
1957  followed  a  low  level  during  the  summer  and 
fall  of  1956,  turning  sharply  upward  in  volume  in 
December  and  reaching  its  peak  in  March.  Its 
descent  in  the  spring  was  somewhat  slower  than  in 
previous  years  and  this  margin  was  carried  through 
May  and  June  and  into  the  new  fiscal  year.  In- 
cidence of  unemployment  is  thus  reflected  as  hav- 
ing been  slightly  greater  in  the  winter  months  than 
normal,  while  recovery  of  employment  levels  in  the 
spring  months  was  on  a  retarded  scale. 

More  than  five  millions  of  dollars  were  paid  out 
in  benefits  under  the  laws  during  fiscal  1957,  sub- 
stantially above  total  payments  in  any  previous 
year.  Even  with  such  increased  disbursements  the 
reserve  fund  showed  a  slightly  larger  balance  at  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  than  at  its  beginning.  This  is 
in  marked  contrast,  however,  with  annual  increases 
of  from  one  to  three  millions  of  dollars  shown  in  pre- 
vious years. 

The  reserve  fund  has  been  built  up  steadily 
through  the  years  until  it  is  a  bulwark  of  safety 
against  employment  adversity.  Its  present  balance 
is  sufficient,  without  an  additional  cent  of  income,  to 
withstand  eight  years  of  payments  on  the  1957  level. 
It  is  greater  by  nearly  four  million  dollars  than  the 
aggregaie  of  benefit  payments  made  in  the  nine- 
teen years  the  insurance  has  been  in  operation.  It 
represents  a  sum  equivalent  to  approximately  sixty 
percent  of  the  income  from  payroll  taxes  in  all  the 
years  since  inception  of  the  program.  The  annual  in- 
terest on  this  fund  now  equals  approximately  twenty 
percent  of  the  benefits  claimed. 

Adequacy  of  the  benefit  provisions  and  payments, 
equity  of  the  tax  structure,  and  actuarial  soundness 
of  the  entire  program  are  matters  of  concern  to  all 
people  in  Montana.  The  protection  afforded  to  work- 
ers in  industry  in  periods  of  involuntary  loss  of  em- 
ployment is  of  paramount  significance  to  the  entire 
citizenry. 

Operations  in  both  major  fields  of  Commission 
activity — employment  service,  and  unemployment  in- 
surance— are  pictured  in  tabulations  and  charts  of 
workload  accomplishment  in  the  pages  which  fol- 
low. More  eloquent  than  words  is  this  intimate  rec- 
ord of  Montana  employment  in  the  fiscal  year  1957, 
accompanied  by  illuminating  comparisons  with  fig- 
ures for  previous  years.
